St. Louisans Join Troop Train 
—Outstate Artillerymen. Spend 
Night Here, Leave by Truck. 


The Second Battalion of the 128th 
Field Artillery, Missouri National 
Guard, comprising 11 officers and 
311 men, left St. Louis this morn- 
ing in a caravan of 68 army trucks 
on the second leg of its trip to 
Camp Jackson, 8S. C., for a year’s 


training under the defense pro- 
gram. 
The battalion, which includes 


Battery D of Boonville, Battery E 
of Clinton and Battery F and 
Headquarters Battery of Sedalia, 
reached the city last evening and 
were quartered overnight at Bat- 
tery A Armory, 1221 South Grand 
boulevard, 

About 200 other officers and men 
of the 128th Field Artillery, includ- 
ing 21 St. Louis recruits and an of- 


ing on a special troop train for 
Camp Jackson. The men, mostly 
from outstate posts, arrived early 
today on two trains, which were 
consolidated for the trip. 

Four officers and 97 men of Bat- 
tery A, the St. Louis unit, left yes- 
terday by trucks with Battery B of 
Mexico, and spent last night at Ca- 
ruthersville, Mo. The units will 
reach Tupelo, Miss., tonight. Other 
overnight stops will be made at 
Anniston, Ala., and Warrenton, Ga. 

The Second Battalion is under 
the command of Maj. James E. 
Norlin of Sedalia. The men were 
up at 4:30 o’clock this morning 
and had breakfast in groups at a 
restaurant near the Armory. After 
packing their equipment and load- 
ing the trucks, final instructions 
were given and the trucks began 
moving out shortly after 7 o’clock. 
Only a few persons were on hand 
for the departure. 

It took nearly 15 minutes for 
the column to move out of the 
Armory, causing a heavy blockade 
of southbound traffic on Grand 
boulevard, which extended from 
the Armory north across Chouteau 
avenue and the viaduct. 

Each battery had 16 trucks, four 
of which pulled 75-millimeter guns. 
There were 13 trucks for the 
Headquarters Battery and eight for 
the Medical Detachment.

SWINDLER WHO TOOK 
$1,000,000 GETS YEAR 


Martin Leach Rose From Fur- 
nished Room to Penthouse While 
Fugutive From Prison. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 6 (AP).— 
Martin A. Leach, who manetvered 
himself up from a furnished room 
to a penthouse in seven years while 


to serve another term as soon as 
he’ finishes one in San Quentin 
prison next year. 

He was sentenced toa year and 
a day ‘on his plea of guilty yester- 
day to an 18-count indictment 
charging mail fraud and conspir- 
acy in the swindling fo investment 
trust and security purchasers of 
$1,000,000. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Richard Delafield said Leach 
jumped bail and disappeared in 
1931 after conviction of grand lar- 
ceny in California. Then, under 
the name of Robert E. Lancaster, 
Leach operated six brokerage firms 
in New York between 1931 and 1938 
while Federal authorities searched 
for him, Delafield said. It was 
during that period that Leach 
started out with a furnished room 
and wound up with a penthouse 
and social position. 

Leach left New York hastily in 
1938, when the State Attorney Gen- 
eral investigated his investment 
trusts, but he was arrested in Flor- 
ida and returned to California to 
serve the term from which he fled 
in 1931. 

Leach’s counsel said he would be 
eligible for parole from San Quen- 
tin next July.

CINCINNATI, Dec. 6 (AP).—The 

Sixth United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals upheld today dismissal 
of Arthur E. Morgan as chairman 
of the Tennessee Valley Authority. 
Affirming lower court dismissal 
of Morgan's suit in which he sought 
recovery of $4583 alleged due in 
salary, Judge C. C. Simons of De- 
troit cited a Supreme Court case 
which said: 
“The power to remove executive 
officers appointed by the Presi- 
dent is conferred upon him by the 
Constitution and so may not be 
abrogated by statute.” 


Morgan, president of Antioch Col- 
lege, Yellow Springs, O., was re- 
moved by President Roosevelt 
March 23, 1938, for “contumacy.”

The board does not sit in 
judgment upon private controver- 
sies, or controversies between pri- 
vate citizens and the Government, 
and there is no judicial review of 
its decesions, except as it may sue 
or be sued as may other corpora- 
tions.
